S a n F b a n c i8c o, September 12th.—Argu­ 
m ent in the Nagle case was resumed this 
m orning in the United States Circuit Court 
before Judges Sawyer and Sabin. There 
was a fair attendance of spectators. 
Attorney Wilson was the first to address 
the Court this morning. 
H e said that 
whenever a question arises relative to juris­ 
diction there was a mode provided whereby 
it could be changed from State Courts to 
Federal, and vice versa. The system of ex­ 
changing is constitutional and harmonious. 
Mr. Wilson continued in his argum ent 
at great length, citing m any cases wherein 
had the facts been tested in connection 
with jurisdiction it would have been found 
that the Federal Courts could have tried 
the cases as well as the State Courts. Con­ 
gress has passed an Act which says that its 
servants shall act in a protective spirit. 
These Acts of the Federal Government 
were passed after the Civil W ar. They 
were passed for protecting the nation’s 
powers, and they were all based on the 
same line and carry the same weight. 


A QUESTION OF POWER. 
The Attorney-General has power over 
the United States Marshals, and tie rs is no 
doubt but that he issued instructions to the 
United States M arshal of this district look­ 
ing to to the proper protection of the per­ 
son of Justice Field. 
Discretion is neces­ 
sary, and it was no doubt exercised. We 
contend that the prisoner was justified in 
his act. 
No act committed by a United 
States officer in the performance of his duty 
is a crime. The prisoner saved the life of 
Justice Field as well as his own. H e fired 
the fatal shot only at the last extrem ity. 
H e is justified in law and reason, and we 
ask this Court to dismiss him irom custody. 
H e has comm itted no crime. 
H e should 
not be sent to Stockton for triai. 


STATE JURISDICTION. 
Mr. W ilson was followed by District A t­ 
torney W hite, of San Joaquin county, who 
argued in behalf of the jurisdiction of the 
State. H e cited case after case showing 
that the Federal Court should turn Nagle 
over to be tried by that tribunal. If the 
prisoner is innocent, why should the Fed­ 
eral Court desire to try him ? 
W ho will 
prosecute him in that Court? Not the Dis­ 
trict Attorney, for he has been retained on 
the side of the defense under orders from 
the Attorney-General. The prisoner was 
not serving a w arrant or carrying out the 
contents of one. The crime wss committed 
on State soil, and Nagle should be tried by 
a State Court. The prisoner had no pow tr 
greater than a private citizen, since he was 
not, as stated before, serving a w arrant or 
carrying out the contents of one. The 
crime was not committed on Federal soil 
and we ask that this Court turn him over 
so that he may be tried by a State tribunal. 
W ith this request we subm it the case. 
Nothing further was done and the Court 
adjourned until to-morrow.

W ashington, September 12th.—It is inti­ 
mated by a friend of Tanner that he has 
accepted a tender of the office of Recorder 
of Deeds for this district, now held by the 
negro Trotter, of Boston, and appointed by 
Cleveland. 
The office is worth between 
$6,000 and $10,000 per year, and is there­ 
fore more valuable than tbe Registryship 
of the Treasury. 
The publication tc-dav of Tanner’s letter 
of resignation and the President’s letter of 
acceptance served to quiet the uncertainty 
excited about the matter, and now the pol­ 
iticians are busy with surmises as to T an­ 
ner’s successor, etc. 
It rem ains now but 
to choose tbe successor to Tanner as Com­ 
missioner of Pensions and to determine 
w hether or not Tanner is to get any other 
appointm ent. 
New York people appear to be divided 
between resentm ent at Tanner’s removal 
and anxiety that the position shall not be 
lost to New Yrork. 
Tbe Pension Commissionership is one of 
the biggest plum s of patronage at the dis­ 
position of the A dm inistration, and New 
Y'ork does not want to lose it, at the same 
tim e it seems im portant that some such 
prom inent Grand Arm y man as W arner, of 
Missouri, should be put in Tanner’s place 
to counteract any evil effect tbe ousting of 
Tanner might have upon the feelings of the 
Grand Army toward the A dm ininistration.

ANOTHER RESIGNATION PROBABLE. 
It is said that now that Tanner is out of 
way a determined effort will be made to 
bring about the resignation of Assistant 
Secretary Bussey of the Interior Depart­ 
m ent. 
He is credited, w hether justly or 
not, with having stirred up tbe leeling in 
Secretary Noble’s m ind which has just 
culm inated and now it is asserted that a 
clean sweep must be made, and that Busaey 
m ust follow Tanner. 
It is further claimed that unless Secre­ 
tary Noble makes a better case against 
Tanner than mere indiscretion in talking,' 
it is likely the situation will become un­ 
pleasant for him. 
Those who profess to be acquainted with 
the facts claim that the Secretary has been 
too positive in these affairs, arid that he 
has made up his m ind and has refused to 
recognize tacts which warranted a differ­ 
ent view of the entire matter.

Speaking about the Tanner case to-day, 
Private Secretary Halford 
said: 
"You 
know the President is not a believer in 
m uch talk, and I don’t like to say any­ 
thing about the Pension Office, but there 
are one or two of my statements that 
ought to be corrected. 
No issue was ever 
made by Secretary Noble to the President 
as to whether he or Mr. T anner should go. 
‘‘Next there was never any formal Cabi­ 
net consultation about the matter, and 
there was nodisagreem ent whateveramoDg 
the members, m uch less any exchange of 
uncivilities. 


"The President had several times during 
the sum m er made suggestions to Mr. T an­ 
ner, which he hoped would have a good 
effect, as he feels verv kindly to him per­ 
sonally. 
"The question was not at all in the Presi­ 
dent’s mind whether one of the persons 
should go." 
As to w hat will be done with Tanner 
now, all is misleading. The general im ­ 
pression is that he will be the successor of 
Rqsecrans, as Register of the Treasury, and 
it is stated that tire President has about de­ 
cided to tender him the place.

The Directors are not willing lo agree to 
the compromise proposed by him , that the 
terms w hich the dock companies already 
conceded go into effect November 1st, pro­ 
vided the men im mediately resume work. 
The Cardinal persuaded the Directors to 
again consider the proposal aud postpone 
their decision. 
The dock companies have decided to ad­ 
here to the offer made by them to taise the 
wages January 1st. 
The Pall Hall Gacette suggests that an 
organization be iormed for ihe purpose of 
raising £10000, if necessary, lo pay the 
dock laborers 6d per nour from November 
1st to January 1st. 
The Gazette further says that a leading 
businessm an offered to contribute £2.000 
for the purpose on condition that the re­ 
maining four-fifths be subscribed im m edi­ 
ately. 
Tbe dock companies claim they would 
lose 10 percent, by advancing the wages ou 
November 1st instead of January 1st. 
After the conference between the Direc­ 
tors of the dock companies and Cardinal 
Manning was concluded, the latter in ­ 
formed Burns and Tillett, tbe leaders of 
the strike, that although the Directors ad­ 
hered to their original offer to advance 
wages on January 1st, they still are open 
to further negotiations. 
H e had been 
charged by the Directors to tell them if the 
strikers had any other terms to suggest it 
was tor them first to agree among them ­ 
selves wbat those terms should be. The 
Directors had nothing from the men at 
present which they considered sufficiently 
clear and explicit. 
If the leaders of the 
strikers tormuiated final proposals and pre­ 
sented them throtieb Cardinal Manning 
the Directors would again consider what 
course they would pursue in response to 
the strikers’ demands.

N A G L E ’S CASE. 


S am u el M. W ilson D iscu sses th e Subject 
o f F e d e r a l J u risd ictio n . 
S an F rancisco, September 12th.—Argu­ 
m ent in the Nagle case was resumed this 
m orning in the United States Circuit Court 
before Judges Sawyer and Sabin. There 
was a fair attendance of spectators. 
Attorney Wilson was the first to address 
the Court this morning. 
H e said that 
whenever a question arises relative to juris­ 
diction there was a mode provided whereby 
it could be changed from State Courts to 
Federal, and vice versa. The system of ex­ 
changing is constitutional and harmonious. 
Mr. Wilson continued in his argum ent 
at great length, citing m any cases wherein 
had the facts been tested in connection 
with jurisdiction it would have been found 
that the Federal Courts could have tried 
the cases as well a3 the State Courts. Con­ 
gress has passed an Act which says that its 
servants shall act in a protective spirit. 
These Acts of the Federal Government 
were passed after the Civil W ar. They 
were passed for protecting the nation’s 
powers, and they were all based on the 
same line and carry the same weight. 


A QUESTION OF POWER. 
The Attorney-General has power over 
the United States Marshals, and there is no 
doubt but that he issued instructions to the 
United States M arshal of this district look­ 
ing to to the proper protection of the per­ 
son of Justice Field. Discretion is neces­ 
sary, and it was no doubt exercised. 
We 
contend that the prisoner was justified in 
his act. 
No act committed by a United 
States officer in the performance of his duty 
is a crime. The prisoner saved the life of 
Justice Field as well as his own. H e fired 
the fatal shot only at the last extremity. 
H e is justified in law and reason, and we 
ask this Court to dismiss him from custody. 
He has comm itted no crime. H e should 
not he sent to Stockton for trial. 


STATE JURISDICTION. 
Mr. W ilson was followed by District At­ 
torney W hite, of San Joaquin county, who 
argued in behalf of the jurisdiction of the 
State. H e cited case alter case showiug 
that the Federal Court should turn Nagle 
over to be tried by that tribunal. If the 
prisoner is innocent, why should the Fed­ 
eral Court desire to try him ? 
W ho will 
prosecute him in that Court? Not the Dis­ 
trict Attorney, for he has been retained on 
the side of the defense under orders from 
the Attorney-General. The prisoner was 
not serving a w arrant or carrying out the 
contents of one. The crime wss committed 
on State soil, and Nagle should be tried by 
a State Court. The prisoner had no power 
greater than a private citizen, since he was 
uot, as stated before, serving a w arrant or 
carrying out the contents of one. The 
crime was not committed on Federal soil 
and we ask that thi3 Court turn him over 
so that he may be tried by a State tribuual. 
W ith this request we subm it the case. 
Nothing further was done and the Court 
adjourned until to-morrow.

W a s h in g t o n , September 12th.—It is inti­ 
mated by a friend of Tanner that he has 
accepted a tender of the office of Recorder 
of Deeds for this district, now held by the 
negro Trotter, of Boston, and appointed by 
Cleveland. 
The office is worth between 
$6,000 and $10,000 per year, and is there­ 
fore more valuable than the Registryship 
of the Treasury. 
The publication tc-day of Tanner’s letter 
of resignation and the President’s letter of 
acceptance served to quiet the uncertainty 
excited about the matter, and now the pol­ 
iticians are busy with surmises as to T an­ 
ner’s successor, etc. 
It rem ains now but 
to choose the successor to Tanner as Com­ 
missioner of Pensions and to determine 
w hether or not Tanner is to get any other 
appointment. 
New York people appear to be divided 
between resentm ent at Tanner’s removal 
and anxiety that the position shall not be 
lost to New York. 
The Pension Commissionership is one of 
the biggest plum s of patronage at the dis­ 
position of the A dm inistration, and New 
York does not w ant to lose it, at the same 
tim e it seems im portant that some such 
prom inent Grand A rniy man as W arner, of 
Missouri, should be pat in Tanner’s place 
to counteract any evil effect the ousting of 
Tanner might have upon the feelings of the 
Grand Army toward the A dm ininistration.

dispatch 
from 
Kansas 
City 
re­ 
ceived last night, stating that Major W ill­ 
iam W arner has been summoned to W ash­ 
ington, is confirmed. Major W arner will 
be here Fridav. 
H e has been offered the 
post of Commissioner of Pensions. 
The m om ent of anxiety is now caused by 
the uncertainty as to how the old soldiers 
wili receive the news. The announcem ent 
that General Alger and Governor Foraker 
telegraphed Tanner to stand firm may indi­ 
cate that they have feeliDgs of resentment, 
and are disposed to sustain the ex-Commis­ 
sioner. There is no doubt also that Secre­ 
tary Tracy feels very keenly the down 
of ihe man in whom he was interested, but 
it is expected that the affair will soon quiet 
down, now that Tanner has resigned. 


ANOTHER RESIGNATION PROBABLE. 
It is said that now that Tanner is out of 
way a determ ined effort will be made to 
bring about the resignation of Assistant 
Secretary Bussey of the Interior Depart­ 
m ent. 
He is credited, w hether justly or 
not, with having stirred up the leeJing in 
Secretary Noble’s m ind which has just 
culm inated and now it is asserted that a 
clean sweep must be made, and that Bussey 
must follow Tanner. 
It is further claimed that unless Secre­ 
tary Noble makes a better case against 
Tanner than mere indiscretion in talking, 
it is likely the situation will become un­ 
pleasant for him. 
Those who profess to he acquainted with 
the facts claim that the Secretary has been 
too positive in these affairs, and that he 
has made up his mind and has refused to 
recognize facts which warranted a differ­ 
ent view of the eutire matter. 
In tact, Secretary Noble is charged with 
being stubborn. 
Both Noble and Bussey 
in interviews in the evening papers deny 
they have been working to oust Tanner, 
and claim their relations with him always 
have been friendly. 
It is likely they are 
endeavoring to hush up the matter. 


HALFORD’S O PIN IO N. 
Speaking about the Tanner case to-day, 
Private Secretary Halford 
said; 
"Y'ou 
know the President is not a believer in 
m uch talk, and 1 don’t like to say any­ 
thing about the IVnsion Office, but there 
are one or two of my statements that 
ought to be corrected. No issue was ever 
made by Secretary Noble to the President 
as to whether he or Mr. Tanner should go. 
"N ext there was never any formal Cabi­ 
net consultation about the matter, and 
there was no disagreement whatever among 
the members, m uch less any exchange of 
uncivilities. 


"T he President had several times during 
the sum m er made suggestions to Mr. Tan 
ner, which he hoped would have a good 
effect, as he feels verv kindly to him per­ 
sonally. 
"The question was not at all in the Presi­ 
dent s m ind w hether one of the persons 
should go,” 
As to w hat will he done with Tanner 
now, all is misleading. The general im ­ 
pression is that he will be the successor of 
Rosecrans, as Register of the Treasury, and 
it is stated that the President has about de­ 
cided to tender him the place.

Treichel and the policemen, who compel 
the veterans to perform menial offices, 
after forcing them from home, and after 
taking all their effects including even their 
clothing and shoes. 
The meat furnished consists largely of 
offal from butcher shops. If complaint is 
made the complainant is put in the guard­ 
house or thrown out. Sick men are forced 
to work or are locked up. 
Governor Treichel refuses to allow the 
flag to fly over the home upon any occa­ 
sion, calling it a nonsensical custom. 
He 
abuses the Grand A rm y of the Republic 
upon all occasions. 
Ex-Congressman H . II. M arkham, Resi­ 
dent Directoi, knows of these things and 
is now on the way to meet the Soldiers’ 
Home Board at Dayton, Ohio, where he 
will lay the m atter before them and ask 
for Treickel’s dismissal. 
Other officials are afraid to interpose in 
behalf of the veterans for fear of petsonal 
injury.

throne has altered her whole character. 
She is gracious and friendly; has acquired 
fine tact, and her manners are now as 
charming as they were once displeasing. 
She lias subjugated the haughty grandees 
of Spain and made them loyal to their 
little King by her direct personal influ­ 
ence alone. Every day is a new battle for 
her boy, and so far she has won every bat­ 
tle. 
The Czarina of Russia, several months 
ago, with her husband and children, was 
in a railway train which was wrecked by 
conspirators. 
For some time she thought 
her oldest son was killed. The result was 
that for a time her mind was affected ; the 
dead boy was constantly before her. 
The Empress of Austria, it is rumored, 
owing to the suicided her son, has lost her 
reason. 
The Queen of Sweden has long been an 
invalid from some obscure disease. She is 
extremely fond of music, and her hap­ 
piest hours are those when her sons sing to 
her.

The Directors are not willing to agree to 
the compromise proposed by him , that the 
terms which the dock companies already 
conceded go into effect November 1st, pro­ 
vided the men im mediately resume work. 
The Cardinal persuaded tlie Directors lo 
again consider the proposal and postpone 
their decision. 
The dock companies have decided to ad­ 
here to the offer made by them to m ise the 
wages January 1st. 
The Pall Mall Gazette suggests that an 
organization be formed for the purpose of 
raising £10.000, if necessary, to pay the 
dock laborers 6d per Hour irom November 
1st to January 1st. 
. 
The Gazette further says that a leading 
business m an offered to contribute ¿2 000 
for the purpose on condition that the re­ 
maining four-fifths be subscribed im m edi­ 
ately. 
The dock companies claim they would 
lose 10 percent, by advancing the wages on 
November 1st instead of January 1st. 
After the conference betweeii the Direc­ 
tors of the dock companies and Cardinal 
Manning was concluded, the latter in­ 
formed Burns and Tillett, the leaders of 
the strike, that although the Directors ad­ 
hered to their original offer to advance 
wages on January 1st, they still are open 
to further negotiations.

GROUNDS FOR CHILDREN. 


In all 
considerable 
cities 
provision 
should be made for the entertainm ent of 
the children in a rational manner. 
It 
should become an established rule of well- 
ordered society to do this in some form, 
since the nature o f the child demands 
amusement and entertainm ent. 
In cities, 
because of the concentration of population 
the child, as a rule, is confined to narrow 
areas, and has not the opportunity of the 
child of the rural sections to occupy and 
disport in the unbounded fields of nature. 
T he very best, therefore, that can be done 
in cities is to provide parks and play­ 
grounds. 
But the latter have not been 
plentiful. 
Boston was the first to set aside 
a large part of 
her Common for the 
especial benefit of the children of the me­ 
tropolis of Massachusetts. 
New York, in 
rather weak im itation, provided for the 
entertainm ent of children in Central Park) 
fcut such are the conditions that the chil­ 
dren of the poor do not avail of the privi- 
’ege to any considerable extent. 
In San 
I ’rant isro, a generous private donation en­ 
abled a plav-ground to be set apart in 
G olden Gate Park. 
But the m istake was 
made of puttiug most of the money into a 
. tone building, for which the children 
really have no use, and that, in fact, in no 
respect is inviting to the child. 
On the 
contrary, it has impressed us on two visits, 


as anything hut cheerful, and that in fact 
here is in it no place for the child. Adja­ 
cent thereto, however, spacious grounds are 
.aid out where the young may disport them ­ 
selves in a variety of ways, but by no means 
in such variety as should obtain, since it 
is exceedingly easy to make generous and 
greatly varied provision for games for 
children that are at 
once addressed to 
their 
understanding, 
their 
fancy and 
their im agination, 
and that serve for 
teaching purposes at the same time, while 
in large part they may be made to ma­ 
terially contribute to physical culture. 
But the one feature at Golden Gate Park 
that takes the life and spirit and temper 
out of its beautiful play-ground, is the fact 
that a charee is made for nearly every ex­ 
ercise in which the children most delight. 
T h is at once constitutes a harrier to a large 
class, and shears the play-ground scheme 
of its greatest benefit. 
A ll such places 
should he absolutely free; any money con­ 
sideration attaching robs them of their 
m erit in a large degree. 
In this city, at 
the .State Fair, a 
few gentlem en have 
shown that a play-ground can be made a 
thing o f great beauty and of infinite vari­ 
ety, and that from five to ten thousand 
children in a day can he entertained 
¿herein, 
without 
confusion 
or friction, 
and with the highest physical and moral 
benefit to the child. 
W e take it that no 


one who has looked in upon this feature 
of the fair in the afternoon of any day, 
can have failed to be im pressed with the 
entire success of the scheme. 
Such a 
ground should be m aintained here perma­ 
nently. 
Some of our vacant public squares 
couid be well dedicated to its uses. 
It 
would 
he a source of constant pleasure 
not 
oniv 
to children hut 
to 
adults, 
who 
delight 
in 
the 
robust joy of 
the child. 
The cost of 
maintenance, 
we believe, could be m ei by the sale of 
privileges and by special entertainments. 
There w old be m need lor a costly build­ 
ing ; the merest shell, to shelter it from 
3un and rain, and enable it to he used at 
all -easons, wou’d suilice. 
T he value of 
such a plat to the people would he very 
great, indeed. 
It is not, we think, at all 


in advance of public sentim ent to suggest 
that some such provision should be made, 
for that all such things tend to withdraw 
children from temptation and to render 
tlu m less susceptible to the influences of 
the street. 
A com paratively small sum 
would, handled by philanthropic aud dis­ 
creet committeemen, imbued w ith spirit of 
the idea that led Boston to dedicate and 
fit up half of her Common for a sim ilar 
purpose, could probably secure and con­ 
tinue in existence the play-ground at the 
fair, and assure to Sacrameuto the honor of 
o]>ci:ing and m aintaining the first real plat 
of ground on the Pacific coast dedicated to 
the free use of children for games and 
sports at all seasons, and w ithout fee or 
charge. 
Every investm ent of that kind is 
security for the right training in their 
amusements of the children of the city, 
and is in the direction of opposition to the 
m ultitudinous influences that swarm about 
them to trap and snare them to their de­ 
struction. 


C o m m is sio n e r T a n n e r has heen com­ 
pelled to resign from tne Pension Bureau. 
I t was not unexpected. 
T he trouble has 
bei 11 with the Commissioner, not that he 
was corrupt— on the contrary he is con­ 
ceded to lie a man of integrity— hut he 
lias permitted his enthusiasm to carry him 
too rapidly forw ard. 
In his intense desire 
to have the old soldier elem ent remem­ 
bered by a grateful country, he has outrun 
the spirit of the jteople, not perhaps in the 
patriotic desire and impulse, hut in the 
rapidity with which he applied the pro­ 
cesses through which rewards arc dis­ 
bursed, ar.d in the liberality of const^uc- 
ion and i readtli of interpretation he has 
given to the pension laws. 
H is removal 
from the office is therefore a rebuke for 
his zeal and a want of calm essential to 
the good executive officer, rather than a 
reproach to his manhood. 
The Adminis- 
ti^tion has shown hv the removal that it 
has the courage to correct its own, and it 


will stai.d before the country that much 
the stronger.

Oar carriages 
have been doing five times the business 
to-day that they ever did on a correspond­ 
ing date. A nd this too, notw ithstanding 
the fact that there are three lines of street 
cars running to the Park, instead of one, 
as heretofore. 1 th ick this is a pretty good 
sign, and look for the best-attended fair we 
have had.” All the incoming trains yes­ 
terday brought large crowds of visitors, 
and the streets, hotels and other public 
places are crowded with people. There 
was a large attendance at the Pavilion yes­ 
terday and last night. 


THE OPENING ADDRESS. 
The feature of the evening was the open­ 
ing address, by H on. Creed Haymond, de­ 
livered in the A rt Gallery. The Directors 
and officers cf the State Board of Agri­ 
culture were on the platform, which was 
neatly decorated. Mr. Haymond spoke as 
follow s: 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: Once 
m ore this spacious hall is lighted up, once 
m ore the beauty and the pride of this com m on­ 
w ealth have assem bled to partake of the gener­ 
ous hospitality of the Capital City and to exam ­ 
ine, criticise aud be pleased with and instructed 
by the exhibits which the A gricultural Society 
presents to you. Side by side w ith the exhibits 
which are the results oí patient toil, supple­ 
m ented by the highest skilled labor, it displays 
the m arvelous producís of the soil. It brings 
the farm er and the artis.ni in friendly rivalry 
and presents to view the fruits of th at com peti­ 
tion—testim onials to the energy and progress of 
the people ol this great com m onwealth. 
The m ine aud the field, the forest and the 
stream , w ere the beneficent gifts of God to m an 
—gills so beneficent th at th eir value can never 
be conceived of un til the m ind of m an, through 
education aud cultivation, shall attain its high­ 
est and greatest developm ents. When He created 
these things, and m ade m an and gave him do­ 
m inion over all, m an was w ithout a com panion, 
and all of these gifts were as worthless to him 
as they were to the beast of the field. For com ­ 
panionship He gave him w om an, and she it 
was who supplem ented God’s greatest blessing. 
She led him , blind and helpless as he was, to 
the tree of knowledge. She cam e to m an, and 
found him more helpless than any other created 
Cling. He was blind and naked. She found him a 
m an aud m ade him a God. She raised him to 
th at high estate, so that w hen the Creator again 
visited Eden and lo:,ked upon him He said, 
“ He is one of us.” 
It was she who gave to m an 
the first blessing next to his creation. 
So 
it 
has 
been 
throughout 
life. 
She lias 
shed 
over 
him 
the 
radiance 
of 
her 
love and 
charity; 
illum inated 
his 
path 
w ith the splendor of her beauty. The m ine and 
the farm , the field and the forest,and the slrearn, 
w ithout intelligence, were worthless. It was 
left for education to lead up to the develop­ 
m ents and to the progress of this great age. 
Nor can anyone, nor dares anyone now to fore­ 
cast the future. W hen we look back over the 
past for a hundred vears, we find th at tne con 
dition of m ankind was totally different from 
w hat it is to-day. 
Sorrow and m isery were the 
lot ot the proudest Princes in the land. The 
m en of w ealth and of the greatest power were 
not able to compass the comforts, the gocd, the 
pleasure th a t the hum blest m echanic now m ay 
nave if he be a bit frugal and provident. A few 
years, as tim e comes in the lile of nations, have 
elapsed since H am pden Court one of the state­ 
liest piles in England, was regarded as a worthy 
gift from a great Cardinal to one of th e m ightest 
potentates upon earth, l'et. nom an who works in 
the railroad shops here to-day or at skilled labor 
but who would feel badly treated if he had to 
reside in such a place. 
W ith such progress as 
we have m ade in the past who dares to set lim its 
upon the future ? Electrh-ity and steam have 
revolutionized the w orld 
It is but about thirty 
years since a great Senator irom South Carolina 
spoke of the m ud-silis of the country. 
T hat 
class has entirely disappeared. All m ankind 
has been elevated in this civilized land, and 
iron stands for hum an bones, and steam and 
electricity stand for the effort of th at class. 
1 m ay not live to see the day, out the children 
are now living who w ill see this m agnificent 
valley lighted by electricity every night; who 
w ill see m en take advantage cf it to harvest the 
crops at night, to gather the fruit, to do all of 
toil, and thus rem ove from this valley the only 
im pedim ent 
th a t it has. 
It m av be th at

upon 
those great 
e s ta te s- 
the gilt of your illustrious son to you aud to 
yours for all tim e to come. The power of m an 
to possess and have is lim ited only by the power 
to conceive. The earth and the field, the mine, 
the forest and the stream constitute the great 
sources of w ealth the great reservoirs from 
w hich it is to be draw n in the future and noth­ 
ing can be beyond the reach of m an if his in­ 
telligence is developed—if his m ind is culti­ 
vated. 
He is not to be relieved Irom the curse 
o f Eden, for in m odern theology you know that 
God never cursed but always blessed. If we be­ 
lieve the Mosaic account of creation it was not 
th at m an should earn hi» bread by brawn and 
muscle, for it was said th at in the sweat 
of the face—not of the arm s or of the legs 
—he should earn his bread. 
It was both a 
declaration of w hat was to be and a prophecy 
of the 
future—a prophecy 
of 
th at 
tim e 
w hen labor-aiding m achinery should take the 
place or toil, and instead of struggling in the 
field w ith the haud, the m an's brain should 
work and his hand would touch the electric 
button that would set the m achinen- in motion. 
The only problem presented to us is, how are 
these i hings to be doue ? I answer, by system of 
education leading up to them ; and", first, who 
should be the teacher? and of that I desire to 
speak for a moment. 
The problem w hich is presented to us is how 
the destiny ot m an is to be worked out. and how 
he is to avail him self of the m unificent gifts of 
Providence aud to discharge the trusts which 
those gifts impose upon him . The solution lies 
in a system of education w hich w ill teach 
m an not only w hat these gifts have been, but 
which shall develop his powers so th at he m ay 
conceive of new wants, thcrebv creating new 
desires. In this office of education the clergy 
m ust play a prom inent part. The clergym an 
uiust fit him self for this teaching. He m ust 
prepare h'm self to be the adviser of his pa ish- 
ioueis, of his friends and oi his neighbors. 
He 
m ust be able to teach them w hen to sow and 
when to reap—w hat industries of life are the 
most profitable. He m ust teach them how to 
live upon this earth and enjoy its richness and 
thereby tit him for the world to come. Through 
our common schools and colleges, now open 
to ail, m uch m ay be done in tnis direction, 
hut it may well be doubted w hether Hit- m odern 
colleges come up to the standard of the age. 
It m ay be doubted w hether our colleges edu­ 
cate m eu lor labor—and I use the term in its 
lightest sense. I fear th a t they have not pro 
grossed w ith the age, th a t they follow the tra- 
di ions of the past and educate m en for an age 
which has gone by and not for the present, ior 
an age w hich gave to those who could read 
and write privileges, 
legal and 
otherwise, 
w hich the less favored did not possess 
It may 
b e tlm ttb ey turn into ihe world m en learned 
o *ly in boo'is—men whose knowledge is so lim ­ 
ited when com pared w ith the sum of hum an 
learniug that they may be com paratively help- 
le.-s in the com m unity. 
Beyond this, however, 
they m ust go in order to m aintain them selves 
ami m ust send forth th eir graduates crowned 
with the knowledge which is necessary to en­ 
able them to m ake th eir way in this busy 
world. 
Cornell has pointed out the wav to a higher 
and grander system, and our ow n Palo Alto will 
lead all others in that direction. 
Our common 
school system aud our system of private schools 
have done wonders, it m av be th a t not so 
m ucn depends upon the system so! these schools 
as upon the fact ihat m ind comes in contact 
w ith m ind, and all are brought to the standard 
of the h ig h c st-th u s from the honest rivalries 
w hich exist between students, m inds are so 
brightened and d e ra te d that from this source 
come the m en th at m ove the world. The State 
A gricultural Society has done m uch in thisdiree- 
tiou. 
It is a great edncat >r. Noone can visit this 
hall, no one can look upon this • xhibit w ithout 
learning things which not only tend to develop 
his intellect but to m ake him a more useuil citi­ 
zen In the com m unity in w hich he lives. 
From 
ihe foundation of this society, the m en who 
have 
controlled its dest uy nave cone 
all 
w ithin their power to advance the prosperity of 
the State. They have doue m uch under disad­ 
vantageous circum stances. 
In the h al'so l legis 
lation the) had to com bat ignorance 
and 
prejudice, and on the outside they have had to 
endure ihe criticism s of m en who neither un ­ 
derstood nor appreciated their labors. 
Faithful 
in all things, they have been sustained by the 
intelligence of our people. 1> voting them selves 
to the advancem ent of the prosperity of the 
State, they have 
not 
been 
exem pt 
from 
criticism . 
The right to criticise is one of the 
S 
rtrogatives claim ed by the Am erican people 
b public servant cau be exem pt from it. The 
right to growl is rega ded as inalienable aud the 
I» ople w ill not surrender it. 
Efficient as ihls s iciety has been in the psst. 
and as m uch good as It has accom plished, it 
has still filien lar short of w hat it should have 
doue. but through no fault of its own. 
Ihe 
paltry sum s doled out from the public treasury 
nave enab'ed the m en who give th eir tim e to 
its service to do but little. As the world goes, 
it does not fill the place which lt was de-lined 
till!!. 'Ihe people of the State cannot find a 
m ore efficient body of m eu thun tnose now 
in eoulrol of i s affairs. 
It is the duty of ihe 
people to support them and to give them 
the m eans to do th e work which should 
b** done, 
instead ot this pavilion, spacious

We of Am erica have m uch to lie thankful for. 
In romrac.il w ith all English speaking people, 
we have enjoyed the foremost blessings of the 
world. We have found protection here for life, 
for liberty, for property and the pursuit of hap­ 
piness. We have found encouragem ent for a 
i".an to trv to gain som ething—a carpet for h s 
floor, a, piano for his wife, a picture for his w all. 
We have found saioty and encouragem ent in 
the knowledge th at the power e f sixty millions 


of people w ill be used to protect him and his 
children. 
Now, ladies and gentlem en. I am aw are th at 
this is not a night for speech-m aking; I am 
aw are that you have com e here for another pur­ 
pose, and it but rem ains for me, speaking for 
the President and Directors of this Society, to 
declare opened another aDuual m eeting of this 
Society; to bid you welcome to these halls, and 
then to bid you good night w ith the assurance 
th a t all thoughtful m en have, a hope th at this 
world is m arching on to a career of greatness 
and grandeur w hich shall eclipse the glories of 
the past, to the end th a t sorrow, misery and un­ 
happiness m ay pass away ; to the end th at m an 
m ay freely exercise th e God-like powers w ith 
which he is clothed, in th e adm inistration of 
the great trusts reposed in him : to the end that 
he m ay walk erect in the im age of his M aker 
“in the sunshine of the w orld's new spring.”

ART DEPARTMENT. 
The art departm ent has already been 
mentioned, but here may be stated three 
facts all ought to know ; 
First—It is the 
largest exhibition ever given under the 
State A gricultural Society. Second—It is 
the best. T hird—It is the best arranged. 
There is the finest water-color exhibition 
ever made in the State, and this is a most 
significant fact, since art in water color 
has had heretofore least encouragement. 
It is the largest and best showing ever 
m ade in the State in blacks and whites, 
pastels, etc. It will be found that the 
central picture is a loan by Mrs. Charles 
Crocker (No. 138). It is by Kuckert, and 
cost the neat sum of $4,000. Just above it 
is a portrait that is a perfect delight, and 
Superintendent B ash has named it " Cal­ 
ifornia.” 
Let it wear the honor, for it well 
deserves it. By the way. Superintendent 
Bush has a superior exhibit in the gallery, 
of still life, from his own pencil, and one 
piece, a vase of flowers, is a gem that he 
may well boast of. 
The Sacramento School of Design has a 
handsome and deserving exhibit in the 
northeast corner of the gallery, but there is 
nothing whatever to distinguish it, or mark 
it off from the surrounding picture s. There 
is not even a sm all card to indicate that it 
is the creditatle work of the pupils of the 
school ot which Sacramento is justly so 
proud. Yet the Directors of the Museum 
Association, who ought to know what is 
going on, and know that Instructor Jack­ 
son is sick in the mountains, m ust know 
that in the A rt Gallery, at Second and O 
streets, are plenty of signs of the School of 
Design, that m ight be put up, as they were 
last year; that there is drapery iu plenty 
st the gallery to frame in the school’s ex­ 
hibit ; that there are handsomely printed 
aud painted cards used last year and the 
year before that could be used again—at 
least, they ought to be able to afford, if the 
old cards cannot b e found—the expense of 
having new 
O Des lettered to inform the 
public that this beautiful collection of art 
work is the product of Sacramento’s School 
of Design. Evidently there is Jack of in ­ 
terest or management in some quarter, and 
Superintendent Bush is not backward in 
saying that it is hum iliating that the fine 
exhibit of school work is not distinguished 
in some way at as late a day as this. 


PASSING GLANCES AT COUNTY EX H IBITS. 
Although a free exhibit and not in com­ 
petition for prizes, the display made of the 
resources of Sacramento county is very 
fine, and compares weil with those of other 
counties. It could have been made to sur­ 
pass them all, perhaps, but only a few per­ 
sons interested themselves in m aking the 
exhibit. Instead of $350 having been ap­ 
propriated for the purpose, it should have 
been $1,000. Under the circumstances, it 
is very creditable to the committee under 
whose supervision it is made. 
Colusa county is represented by a large 
exhibit—grains, fruits, vegetables', native 
woods, etc. The collection is arranged in a 
very attractive ¡manner, and has received 
warm praise from visitors to the Pavilion. 
Fresno is in the field, also, as a candidate 
for public favor and State premiums. The 
varied resources of that county are well 
represented. Fresno is one of the most 
p-roaressive and wealthiest counties in the 
State, and her people are wise in displaying 
to ihe world the results of their enterprise 
and labor. 
Far-away Hum boldt county shows what 
she is capable of by sending a very inviting 
exhibit to the fair, to be viewed by the 
thousands ol strangers so ignorant of her 
resources and latent wealth. 
San Joaquin has a large and attractively 
displayed exhibit of her products, and will 
prove a strong competitor of Amador, Ne­ 
vada, Colusa and Fresno for the first pre­ 
mium. H er people seem to be alive to the 
advantages to be derived from making a 
creditable showing at the Slate Fair. 
For some years past Nevada county has 
attracted much attention from horticultur­ 
ists and dealers in fruits, as she always 
had from the output of her mines. Nevada 
is the natural home of the pear, but is also 
coming to the front as the producer of 
various other fruits. H er mineral wealth 
is great, and samples of her ores, as well as 
fruits and vegetables, are shown. As a 
whole, the exhibit is an excellent one. 
For the first tim e in the history of the 
State Agricultural Society, Amador county 
makes an exhibition of her resources. 
It 
is a wonderful success, and is worthy of 
more than one or two or a half-dozen ex­ 
aminations. W hat will strike the observer 
most forcibly is the marvelous variety of 
the exhibit from one of the lesser counties 
of the State that is just shaking oil its 
lethargy. Is there in all the world another 
section of equal area that can make any­ 
thing like an equal showing? 
Let us see : 
from gold to fire-cl9y; from sandstone to 
slate; from semi-tropic fruits to w heat; 
from barley to granite ; from iron to ch alk ; 
from wine to soapstone; 
from porce­ 
lain clay to all m anner of nuts: from 
huge 
sections of huger trees to 
osts 
and corn ; from melons to pottery : from 
fire-clay to bran d y ; from berries to the 
wondrous products of the “Q" ranch, 
which are a complete exhibition in them ­ 
selves ; from m any kinds of marbles to all 
kinds of building sto n e; 
from hops to 
George Woolsey’s dried 
and 
preserved 
fruits; from vegetables to copper ore ; from 
a cube, representing 168 tons of gold taken 
from Amador's bosom, to manufactured 
ice; from coal lo limest n e; from flour to 
straw berries; from wood to raisins. 
Let 
no one fail to see this wonderful display. 


OTHER EXHIBITS. 
The California Wine-Growers' Union of 
San Francisco makes a tine display ot wines 
from ihe Fresno Vineyard and the I’acific 
Wine Company of San Jose. 
H. C. Shaw of Stockton—Lightning hay- 
press. 
H untington-H opkins Company—Speci­ 
mens of corrngateid iron. 
S. G. Stone of Yolo county displays sev­ 
eral grapevines heavily laden with fine 
bnnches of grapes. 
Capital Furniture Company, Sacramento 
—Bedroom sets, wardrobes, etc. 
W . F. Gibbs of Oakland exhibits Doud’s 
perm utation lock, 
for doors, which is 
claimed to be absolutely burglar proof. 
A. Meister makes a fine exhibit of open 
and 
top carriages, 
phaetons, 
buggies, 
children's cab ana a pleasure cart, at the 
Pavilion. Of this display it may be said 
that the work is done by Mr. Meister at 
his factory on N inth street, between I and 
J, opposite the l’laza. 
The different vehi­ 
cles shown are very attractive in appear­ 
ance and show good workmanship 
Mr. 
Meister claims that th e products of his car­ 
riage factory are particularly adapted to 
the wants of the people of Californa. 
D. A. Jackson, of Woodland, has on ex­ 
hibition at the Pavilion in the Yolo county 
department, several varieties of grapes 
grown in his vineyard at that plaee. They 
are all splendid specimens of table grapes. 
Those shown are of the Muscatele raisin. 
Se dless Sultan, Flam ing Tokay. Emperor, 
Rose of Peru and Cornichnn varieties. For 
the purpose of showing w hat cao be done 
i:i Yolo connty in the cultivation of the 
vine. Mr. Jackson displays a small limb 
loaded with grapes from a Muscat vine 
which weighs one hundred pounds. 
The 
grapes are all well developed and of supe­ 
rior flavor. Mr. Jackson says that he will 
have about one hundred tons of raisins to 
market this season, and that shortly he wiil 
leave for the East for the purpose of dis­ 
posing of his crop. H e further adds tnst 
for 'ears be has made a regular business of 
buying, drying and picking fruit, and 
claims that the knowledge thus gained has 
been of great value to him in preparing 
his fruit in a m anner so that he is enabled 
to command the highest prises going. Be­ 
sides m aking raisins, Mr. Jackson says 
that he is giving a great deal of attention 
to the drying and packing of prunes, which 
he claim’s to he very pr< fi-able. 
A box of 
pruDes is shown in this display v, hich 
weighs fourteen to the pound. 


The Jacob Strahie Slate Company have 
erected a small school-house in the Pavil­ 
ion which is made entirely of slate. The 
dimensions of the building are 12x12 feet 
and 15 feet high including the tower. The 
quarry from which the" slate is taken is 
located about six miles north of Placer- 
ville, and is said to be inexhaustible. That 
used in the construction of the buildiDg 
shows the different uses it can be pnt to. 
Mr. Strahie says that he was the first in 
this State to introduce slate into our local 
m arkets as an article of commerce, and 
that he has m et w ith flattering success. 
People, said Mr. Strahie, on this coast 
have not been fully educated to understand 
the advantages of slate for roofing pur­ 
poses.

ROUTED. 


JUDGE 3UCKLEY SAYS POOL-SELLING 
IS PEOHIBITED BY LAW.

The battle still rages. 
The gamblers were in high glee W ednes­ 
day after Police Judge Buckley discharged 
the two “cbuck-a-luck” men who were ar­ 
rested on the Postoffice site. They all 
voted him a “brick” and thought every­ 
thing was clear sailing for them. 
But, “ there's m any a slip 'tw ixt the cup 
and the lip,” and the condition of affairs 
bears quite a different aspect now. » 
Dan Donovan was examined in the Po­ 
lice Court yesterday for conducting a “ wheel- 
of-fortune.’’ The defense was not that he 
was on Government ground at the time, 
but that the “ wheel” was a game not pro­ 
hibited by law, namely, a banking or per­ 
centage game. 
The gamblers thought Judge Buckley 
would decide in their favor. But he didn’t. 
“ The defendant in this case,” said his 
H onor, “is charged with having conducted 
a banking game, as charged in the com ­ 
plaint, to-wit: 
W hat is known as the 
‘big wheel,' or ‘wheel-of-fortune.’ 
The 
testimony shows that the defendant did, as 
charged in the complaint, conduct a game 
known as the ‘wheel-of-fortune.’ 
The 
question arises whether such a game is a 
banking game, as described in Section 330 
of the Penal Code. The Supreme Court has 
decided in a late case that a banking game is 
a game conducted by one or more persons, 
where there is a fund against which every­ 
body has a right to bet—the ‘bank’ being 
responsible for all the funds, 


TAKING IN ALL THAT IS WON 
And paying ont all that is lost. The fund 
which is provided for that purpose is gen­ 
erally called the ‘bank,’ and the person 
who conducts it the ‘banker.’ 
The testi­ 
m ony of the prosecution shows that such a 
game was conducted. 
The defendant and 
another witness in his behalf, testified that 
the game m ight have been conducted with­ 
out a ‘bank,’ and as a m atter of fact was so 
conducted. 
Their testimony shows, how­ 
ever, that if the game was conducted’ w ith­ 
out a ‘bank,’ or that when it is conducted 
w ithout a ‘bank,’ a protit inures to the con­ 
duct of the game, w ithout any equivalent 
being given on his part, save Lía time and 
the privilege allowed to players to bet at 
the game. 
If the game is such as has been 
stated by the defendant.it seems to me that 
it is clearly a percentage game and prohib­ 
ited by Section 330, because a percentage 
game is a game where the conductor re­ 
ceives a consideration without giving any 
equivalent save the privilege accorded to 
those who may play at his game. I am 
satisfied from the testimony in this case 
that in the game in question, as conducted, 
the bets of those who played at the game! 
as soon as lost, became the property of the 
conductor of the game, it being discretion­ 
ary with him as to how he should dispose 
of the moneys so received. 
I am further 
satisfied that the players at the game did 
not play one against the other, but they all 
played against the game, looking to the 
conductor of the game to pay them their 
gains, and expecting on their part to pay 
their losses to the conductor, and to no one 
else. 
If such is a fact, it is clearly a bank­ 
ing game.” 


A BOMBSHELL. 
Judge Buckley stopped and took a drink 
of water. Some of the disgusted gamblers 
thought he had concluded and started to 
leave. They halted at the door, though, 
when they heard his H onor’s voice again! 
“ Being so satified,” resumed the Judge! 
“ the conclusion of the Court is that the 
game as conducted was a banking game ; 
and I ato also further satisfied that if it was 
conducted as the defendant stated, it was 
clearly a percentage game. I might say in 
this connection that, from the testimony 
introduced in this case, my impression is 
that pool selling is a percentage game pro­ 
hibited by law, and book-making is a 
banking game prohibited by law. The de­ 
fendant is held to answer before the Su­ 
perior Court.” 
The faces of the green-cloth fraternity 
were studies. 
“ Gosh 1" exclaimed one, involuntarily: 
“ they're a-goin’ to starve us, sure.” 


TH E CH IEF ACTS PROMPTLY. 
Chief of Police Lee occupied a seat in the 
Court-room during the trial of Donovan, 
and was an attentive listener to theJudge s 
decision. The m om ent the latter made his 
startling reference to pool selling, the Chief 
bounded from his chair and hurried out of 
the room to his office. 
Upon reaching his sanctum the Chief 
sum moned officer Simmons to his side. 
Glancing at his w a'ch and observing that 
it was about time for operations to begin at 
the race track, he told the officer to hurry 
ont there, and, after calling to his assist­ 
ance the detachment of officers on duty on 
the track, to pounce upon the pool sellers. 
The officer obeyed with alacrity. 
Reaching the Park he looked up officers 
Stafford, Crum and Ash, and the party 
headed for the crowded pool-box. 
They demanded the surrender of the 
pool sellers and ot the place, and prepared 
to take possession. 
There was a wild 
scene among the sports, and the action of 
the police met with boisterous and noisy 
disapproval from them. 
Officer Simmons attempted to take pos­ 
session of the pool sellers’ books, but was 
resisted. 
WARRANTS DEMANDED. 
Killip and W hitehead, the chief pool 
sellers, demanded an explanation from the 
police, and also demanded the production 
of a warrant before they would surrender. 
The officers held a conference among 
themselves and concluded that a warrant 
was really necessary to prevent future com­ 
plications. 
One of their party departed for 
the City Hall for the necessary warrant. 
The pool sellers resumed operations im ­ 
mediately, and the sports cheered wildly, 
believing that the police had been success­ 
fully resisted. 
But Simmons soon re­ 
turned with the n e c e s s a r y w arrants for 
both W hitehead a n d Killip', and the police 
m ade a second attack. 
There was another 
g r a n d rumpus, and excitement ran high. 
W hitehead a n d Killip could do nothing 
but submit, and the pool-box was closed up. 
The proprietors accompanied the police to 
the Station-house. Their ball was fixed at 
$500 each and they promptly gave it and 
left for the track. 
Arriving at the race­ 
course the Dool-men immediately re-opened 
their establishment. W hitehead pulled off 
his coat and m ounting his rostrum shouted : 
“ It s all right, boys I ” and announced that 
pools would be sold a i if nothing had hap­ 
pened. The crowd cheered lustily and the 
coin began to jingle as the pools went out 
on the second heat of the pacing race. 


LAW AND ORDER LEAGUE RELENTLESS. 
Several membe,rs of the Law and Order 
League called upon Chief Lee yesterday 
and asked if he would join them in send­ 
ing a dispatch to the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury asking for information regarding K il­ 
lip'& Co.'s right to occupy the l’ostoffice 
site at Seventh and K streets. The Chief 
consented at once, and a dispatch was 
prom ptly forwarded. 
If a reply is received to the effect that the 
pool sellers have no legal right to occupy 
the land, steps will at once be taken to 
have them ousted. 
If everything turns out as the Law and 
Order League says, there will be a sorry lot 
of gamblers m aking tor the depot ere long 
—and probaoly stiii more striking out to 
do the “pedestrian act" home. 


ON TH E RESERVATION. 
An immense crowd gathered on the Gov­ 
ernm ent lot last night, where K illip & Co., 
resumed pool-selling 
Most of the crowd 
was there out of curiosity, anticipating ex­ 
citement of some kind before the evening 
was over. 
It was whispered about that 
I nited States Marshal Franks was on his 
way from San Francisco to put the pool- 
sellers off the lot. 
There was considerable 
foundation for the rum or. As a m atter of 
fact the following dispatch was received at 
the R ec o r d- I n io n office a short tim e pre­ 
vious: 


S an F ran c isco , S eptem ber 12th.—U nited State* 
M arshal F ran k s le ;t h ere to <i»v for S aciam en io 
w ith in stru ctio n s from W ashington to oust th e 
pool-sellers an d o th e r g am blers from th e G ov­ 
e rn m e n t pro p erty . 
The pool-sellers all wore anxious faces and 
constantly wstr h 'd the entrance, as if ex­ 
pecting somebody. They sold their pools as 
rapidly as possible, and closed down early. 
A wheel of fortune started up and ran for 
an hour or two—tin il the time when Mar­ 
shal Franks was expected to arrive—and 
then closed down, too. The wheel was 
packed tip end carted out of the place. 
A large crowd lingered about the place, 
including the gamblers, even after business 
had ceased. The attorneys for the gam ­ 
blers were there, too, and advised that the 
“ wheel” resntue operations, ts there could 
be no legal interference. 


The overland train arrived, but no Mar­ 
shal was aboard. 
There was a young m an aboard, thongh, 
who, even before the train had come to a 
halt, dashed off and hastened to the tent. 
“It’s all right,” he said breathlessly, as 
the gamblers and attorneys gathered around 
him . “H e’s not cornin’ up, and ain’t goin’ 
to.” 
The “ wheel" speedily reappeared, and 
one of the attorneys said, “ I told you so.” 
The pool-sellers and the attorneys breast­ 
ed the bar and drank Pommery over the 
"victory.” 


KNOCKED OCT AFTER ALL. 
The “ wheel” ran until about ll:45o’clock, 
when suddenly another young man rushed 
into the place and whispered to the opera­ 
tors. 
“ Take it down. Franks is here.” 
The wheel disappeared again in a jiffy, 
and the tent deserted. 
The m an was right. 
Marshal Franks had come up on the 
Oregon express, and slipped quietly into 
i town. H e was soon discovered, however, 
and surrounded by attorneys, “personal 
friends” and pool-sellers. 
“ W hat are you going to do?” was asked. 
“ My duty, gentlemen,” was the M ar­ 
shal’s prom pt reply. “ My instructions 
come from the Secretary of the Treasnry, 
and they are that that lot must be vacated 
im m ediately.” 
A long coDsnltation was held, but the 
Marshal was firm. General Clanie was 
there, and counseled the pool-sellers to va­ 
cate peaceably. They concluded that his 
advice was good,and promised the Marshal 
that they would m ake no resistance and 
would vacate the premises this morning. 
S. B. W hitehead, of the pool-selling 
firm, said that, though they would leave, 
pool-selling on the races would continue 
just the same. Other quarters would be se­ 
cured. 
WHAT TH E PEOPLE SAY. 
Judge Buckley's decision that the State 
authorities had no jurisdiction over crimes 
committed upon the Postoffice site was a 
surprise to most people, but they were per- 
tectly astounded when it was learned that 
he had intim ated that he considered pool- 
selling a percentage game, and that the 
pool sellers at the Park had been arrested. 
Everybody was prepared for any move­ 
m ent toward suppressing the games pro­ 
hibited by law, but no one bad dreamed of 
placing the pool-selling in this category. It 
was openly stated that the closing of the 
pool-box was not the result of any move­ 
m ent on the part of the Law and Order 
League, or any desire to promote morality, 
but that it was instigated by disappointed 
gamblers who had not succeeded in getting 
privileges they had sought. 
There seemed to be but one sentim ent at 
the Park after the arrests were made, and 
that was against the closing of the pool- 
boxes. Citizens who never buv a pool ex­ 
pressed regret at the action of ju d g e Buck­ 
ley and the police, saying that it would 
have a very serious effect upon the fair. 
The Board of Directors of the State Ag­ 
ricultural Society met last night and con­ 
sidered the situation. 
The stopping of 
pool-selling means a loss to the Society of 
at least $10,000, which would m ake the 
State Fair a financial failure. It was de­ 
cided to attend the proceedings in the Po­ 
lice Court this m orning and take all proper 
means to get a prom pt decision of the m at­ 
ter, as all agreed that pool-selling is not 
prohibited by law, because it is not a game 
of chance. 
The Directors say they have taken 
every precaution to prevent “skin” games 
at the Park, and will have any person ar­ 
rested instantly who attem pts to play any 
such game. 
They let a privilege "for a 
“ wheel of fortune,” but the Supreme Court 
having decided that it was a banking game, 
they had not perm itted it to start. 
In the m idst of this sudden activity 
against gambling, m any comments are 
heard upon the fact that gambling has 
been going on openly in certain well- 
known resorts for months, and is sup­ 
posed to be going on now with the full 
knowledge of the police. 


A n o th e r J u d g m e n t R e v e r s e d . 
J. S. W illiams, Deputy Clerk of the Su­ 
preme Court for the Sacramento District, 
filed the following Court opinions yester­ 
day : 
Brower (respondent) vs. Casey. This is 
an action to quiet title. The Court found, 
fully, the claim of title under which both 
of the parties claimed to own property, 
which clearly showed that the plaintiff was 
the owner thereof and that the defendant 
had no title thereto. The appellant assigns 
as error that the Court perm itted a witness 
to testify that a certain instrum ent, pur­ 
porting to be a deed, was in fact a m ort­ 
gage. The Supreme Court, however, says 
that the findings covered the issues raised, 
or attem pted to be raised, by the cross com­ 
plaint of the defendant, and the judgm ent 
is affirmed. 
W illiam G. Richards et al. (respondents) 
vs. The Traveler's Insurance Company. 
This is an action on a policy of life insur­ 
ance. There was a dem urrer to the com­ 
plaint on the ground that it did not state 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause of 
action. The demurrer was overruled; the 
defendant answered, denying the material 
allegations of the complaint and setting up 
some affirmative matters. This was a trial 
by jury, verdict for the plaintiffs and judg­ 
m ent accordingly. The defendant appeals 
on the judgm ent roll. The Supreme Court 
reverses the judgm ent. 


A ll E a s t e r n E d i to r E ik e s C a lif o r n ia .

Courier, published at Yonkers, N. Y\, who 
left home last June to make a “ Western 
trip," is now in this city visiting his niece, 
Mrs.

In his travels Mr. Bruce has visited 
the principal cities in the Northwest and 
West, and he tells us he is delighted with 
this Western country of ours. H e believes 
that the thousands of Americans who go 
to Europe yearly would be more benefited 
and better instructed if they would make a 
tour of their own country. 
Mr. Bruce re­ 
turns to Yonkers in a m onth’s time, when 
he will write a series of articles on his 
travels for the New York papers and his 
own journal.

The meteorological condition yesterday 
was one f.iat represents an ideal’ climate. 
About all the good citizen has to com- 
pl8in of during this most delightful and 
perfect weather is the curse of the street 
sprinkler, who sprinkles the streets until 
they are in a worse condition than afterthe 
precipitation of an inch of rain. The Street 
Commissioner should suddenly suppress 
such a nasty condition of our most prom i­ 
nent thoroughfares. 


A H o te l T h e if S e n t C p . 
In the Police Court yesterday, W illiam 
Boswell, a colored man. was sent to Jail for 
ninety days for attem pt to commit larceny. 
Boswell went into the Western Hotel early 
yesterday morning, abont 4 o'clock, and 
attempted to take a pair of pantaloons from 
under a pillow on a cot in the hallway. 
The occupant of the bed was aronsed, and 
after a scuffle the thief made a break back 
through fhs hallway and out into the street. 
After a chase of several blocks, in which 
several of the employes of the hotel joined, 
Boswell was captured by officer Lowell. 
H e gave very “shady” reasons for being 
about the hotel at that tim e in the m orn­ 
ing, and Judge Buckley disbelieved him .

T H E G R E A T STO R M . 


T w o H u n d re d M en . W o m en a n d C h ild re n 
F le e in g fo r th e ir L iv es. 


L e w e s (Del.), Septem ber 12th.—No lan ­ 
guage can picture the terrible scene along 
th e coast. 
T he w ind is blow ing alm ost a 
hurricane, driving th e rain w ith a force 
th at cuts like bail. 
T he half-m ile beach of 
sand betw een th e tow n and th e coast is a 
tossing ocean, bearing wreckage on every 
wave. 
T hrough the m ist of spray som e 
tattered sails an d the naked m asts of a 
Bcore of deserted, dism antled vessels are 
dim ly seen. 
Since M onday n ig h t th e storm has raged 
w ithout 
abatem ent. 
Y esterday’s daw n 
show ed one h undred vessels w hich had 
sought the refuge of the breakw ater. 
T he 
refuge was insufficient. 
By 11 o'clock the 
sea broke over th e breakw ater and wrecked 
th e telegraph-station, carried aw ay th e big 
fog-bell, and rushed shorew ard, sw eeping 
aw ay the steam boat pier. 
T he piers ot 
B row n & Co. and Lace Broa, gave way and 
w ere sw ept into th e sea. T he U nited States 
M arine H ospital was dashed from its m oor­ 
ings and sent spinning dow n the beach. 
T h e Jones Life-Saving Station, forty feet 
above high-w ater m ark, was flooded and 
th e foundation underm ined. 
H ugheville, 
a suburb betw een th e tow n and the beach, 
w as subm erged, and its tw o hundred in ­ 
h ab itan ts fled for life, leaving all their pos­ 
sessions behind. 
T he first boat cam e ashore at 9 a . m , then 
Came an o th er and another. T he life-saving 
crew , reinforced by the H enlopen and Re- 
hoboth crews, went to w ork and have 
labored alm ost unceasingly ever since. Ti e 
crew s on every vessel th at struck were 
tak en off by these daring m en and no t a 
life was lost am ong the scores of m en they 
handled. 
In all tw enty seven vessels cam e 
ashore here. 
A vessel su n k off the Brow n 
shoals. 
A ll of the crew were drow ned but 
two, w ho got ashore on a raft. 
A nother 
vessel was su n k on Shears' shoals. 
It is 
not know n w hether the crew escaped. 
T he total num ber of lives lost will prob­ 
ably reach forty. 
F ive of th e eight m en 
w ho composed the crew of th e E. and L. 
B ryan perished w hen the vessel struck on 
th e B randyw ine shoals. T he m ate and two 
seam en caught a spar and drifted all night. 
A t daybreak the others discovered one of 
th e sailors dead, the body still lashed to 
the spar. 
T he tw o survivors were picked 
u p by a tug aud brought ashore. 
T here is great concern over the crew of 
th e pilot boat Ebe T un n ell. She pu t to sea 
M onday and has no t been heard from . 
P ilots Jo h n Barnes, Lewis B ertrand, Jam es 
B ow land, Berry H ickm an and a crew of 
eight m en were on board. 
T he New Jersey pilot boat E dm und was 
blow n across the bay and lies on th eJersey 
coast w ith h er sails in tatters. 
A n u n ­ 
know n schooner is ashoreat R ehoboth, and 
th e coast for m iles dow n is reported strew n 
w ith wrecks. 
T here has been n e com m unication w ith 
Longport. 
Great anxiety is felt for the 
safety of the residents. 
T he crew o f th e tug A. L. Luckenbach, 
w hich had laid alongside th e schooner 
M ate E. Morse all night, succeeded this 
m orning in taking the crew of th e latter 
vessel, nine in num ber, on board, and 
afterw ards brought them to this place. 
A schooner was blown onto H aw k ’s 
N est shoal about 5 p. m . M onday. 
T he 
crew took to the rigging, w here they re­ 
m ained clinging to th e ropes for uearlv 
forty hours. 
T he m en were nearly ex ­ 
hausted w hen rescued and could not have 
la. ted m uch longer. 
It wa9 im possible for 
a tug to approach the stranded schooner 
n earer ih an tw enty yards, and the m en 
in the rigging w ered u ected to ju m p over­ 
board. 
As a m an w ould strike the w ater a rone 
w ould be throw n to him and he would be 
lifted on board th e tug. 
A fter getting all 
on board the Luckenbach brought them to 
to this place shortly after the M orse w ent 
on the shoal. 
A schooner, supposed to be th e W alter F . 
P arker, was also grounded w ithin th irty 
yards of th e Morse. 
She soon broke up 
and those in the M orse saw h er crew 
drow n oDe by one. 
T he M orse is a total 
w reck.

T hey left early n ex t m orning, 
and three days afterw ards the dead bodies 
of W ain and Strong were found on the 
prairie, w hile th e team and driver were 
gone and had not since been heard off. 
Som e m onths ago th e Sheriff at Colorado 
Springs advertised for the arrest of O 'B rien 
for horse-stealing.

identified him as the m an w ho stopped at 
his house w ith W ain and Strong on the 
n ig h t o f Ju n e 26th.

L e w e s (Del.), September 12th.—No lan­ 
guage can picture the terrible scene along 
the coast. The wind is blowing almost a 
hurricane, driving the rain with a force 
that cuts like hail. The half-mile beach of 
sand between the town and the coast is a 
tossing ocean, bearing wreckage on every 
wave. 
Through the mist of spray some 
tattered sails and the naked masts of a 
score of deserted, dismantled vessels are 
dim ly seen. 
Since Monday night the storm has raged 
w ithout 
abatement. 
Yesterday's dawn 
showed one hundred vessels which had 
sought the refuge of the breakwater. The 
refuge was insufficient. By 11 o’clock the 
sea broke over the breakwater and wrecked 
the telegraph-station, carried away the big 
fog-bel!, and rushed shoreward, sweeping 
away the steamboat pier. The piers ot 
Brown & Co. and Lace Bros, gave way and 
were swept into the sea. The United States 
M arine Hospital was dashed from its moor­ 
ings and sent spinning down the beach. 
The Jones Life Saving Station, forty feet 
above high-water mark, was flooded and 
the foundation underm ined. Hughevilie, 
a suburb betweeu the town and the beach, 
was submerged, and its two hundred in­ 
habitants fled for life, leaving all their pos­ 
sessions behind. 
The first boat came ashore at 9 a. m , then 
Came another and another. The life-saving 
crew, reinforced by the Henlopen and Ke- 
hobuth crews, went to work and have 
labored almost unceasingly ever since. Ti e 
crews on every vessel that struck were 
taken off by these daring men and not a 
life was lost amoDg the scores of men they 
handled. In all twenty seven vessels came 
ashore here. A vessel sunk off the Brown 
shoals. 
All of the crew were drowned but 
two, who got ashore on a raft. Another 
vessel was sunk on Shears’ shoals. It is 
not known whether the crew escaped. 
The total num ber of lives lost will prob­ 
ably reach forty. Five of the eight men 
who composed the crew of the E. and L. 
Bryan perished when the vessel struck on 
the Brandywine shoals. The mate and two 
seamen caught a spar and drifted all night. 
At daybreak the others discovered one of 
the sailors dead, the body still lashed to 
the spar. The two survivors were picked 
up by a tug and brought ashore. 
There is great concern over the crew of 
the pilot boat Ebe Tunnell. Bhe put to sea 
Monday and has not been heard from. 
Pilots John Barnes, Lewis Bertiand, Jam es 
Bowland, Berry H ickm an and a crew of 
eight men were on board. 
The New Jersey pilot boat Edm und was 
blown across the bay and lies on the Jersey 
coast with her sails in tatters. An un­ 
known schooner is ashore at Rehoboth, and 
the coast for miles down is reported strewn 
with wrecks. 
There has been ne communication with 
Longport. Great anxiety is felt for the 
safety of the residents. 
The crew of the tug A. L. Luckenbach, 
which had laid alongside the schooner 
Mate E. Morse all night, succeeded this 
m orning in taking the crew of the latter 
vessel, nine in number, on board, and 
afterwards brought them to this place. 
A schooner was blown onto H aw k’s 
Nest shoal about 5 p. m. Monday. The 
crew took to the rigging, where they re­ 
m ained clinging to the ropes for nearly 
forty hours. 
The men were nearly ex­ 
hausted when rescued and could not have 
lasted mnch longer. It was impossible for 
a tug to approach the stranded schooner 
nearer than twenty yards, and the men 
in the rigging w ereduected to jum p over­ 
board. 
As a man would strike the water a rone 
would be thrown to him and he would be 
lifted on board the tug. 
After getting all 
on board the Luckenbach brought them to 
to this place shortly after the Morse went 
on the shoal. 
A schooner,supposed to be the W alter F. 
Parker, was also grounded within thirty 
yards of the Morse. She soon broke up 
and those in the Morse saw her crew 
drown one by one. The Morse is a total 
wreck. 
DAMAGE TO DELAWARE FECIT.

M U R D E R W IL L OU T. 


H ow a B r o th e r F o llo w e d a M u rd e re r fo r 
Y ears. 
D e n v e r (Col.), September 12th.—The 
m urderer of S. Morris W ain, of Haverford, 
Pa., and C. H. StroDg, of New York, the 
two young hunters who were murdered in 
Carbon county on June 27, 1888, has at last 
been discovered in the person of Thomas 
O’Brien, who is now serving a term of 
fifteen years in the Canyon City, Col., 
Penitentiary for stealing horses near Colo­ 
rado SpriDgs. Since the m urder of Wain a 
brother of one of the murdered men made 
every endeavor to secure the arrest of the 
guilty party, who was believed to be the 
guide and teamster for the young men on 
their trip through 
W yoming. 
On the 
night of June 26, 1888, three men stopped 
at the bouse of a rancher not far from 
Rawlins. They left early next morning, 
and three days afterwards the dead bodies 
of Wain and 8trong were found on the 
prairie, while the team and driver were 
gone and had not since been heard off. 
Some m onths ago the Sheriff at Colorado 
Springs advertised for the arrest of O'Brien 
tor horse-stealing. One his circulars with 
one of O'Brien’s photographs fell into the 
hands of the Rawlins ranchm an, who 
identified him as the man who stopped at 
his house with W ain and Strong on the 
night of June 26th. 
O'Brien was finally arrested and sen­ 
tenced to fifteen years. These facts came to 
the knowledge ot Mr. W ain, who came 
West and took the ranchm an to the prison, 
where he picked out the alleged m urderer 
from fifteen or twenty other prisoners. 
Mr. W ain left to night for Wyoming, for 
the purpose of having O’Brien taken to 
W yoming to be tried for murder. 


JU S T IF IA B L E 
IN D IG N A T IO N . 


C o lo red M en W ill N o t S u b m it to S h a m e ­ 
fu l O u tra g e s. 
I n d ia n a p o lis , September 12th. — The 
National Association of Colored Baptists 
began itsaunual session in this city to-day. 
About one hundred delegates were present, 
representing alm ost every State in the 
Union. 
Several delegstes while on their way 
h tre were assaulted at a small station in 
Georgia. They aj>; eared before the meet­ 
ing and exhibited their injuries, and Rev. 
E. K. Lane of Savannah, gave a graphic 
account of the assault, which stirred the 
delegates to a high pitch of excitement. 
Many persons expressed themselves as 
being in favor of advising their Southern 
brethren to arm themselves and resist 
further attack. 
Resolutions were adopted stating it to be 
the duty of the Confederation to raise its 
voice in uncompromising terms against 
these outrages. 
That the grievance sbonld be laid before 
the President and the Governors of all the 
States where the outrages were perpetrated, 
and ask for the protection that belongs to 
citizens of the United States. 
That the facts and the petition be tele­ 
graphed now to the President and Attorney- 
General with a wish for im mediate investi­ 
gation. 
A committee will he appointed to wait 
upon the President. The entire day was 
given up to a discussion of the assault, and 
m any advised a resort to arms. 


C o n sp ira c y T ria l. 
C h ica g o , September 12th.—Progress in 
the Cronin m urder trial was resumed this 
morning by the defense tendering to the 
State four jurors. Three of them were op­ 
posed to hanging and were excused for 
cause. No jurym an has as yet been ac 
cepted. 
The most startling feature of the day’s 
work was the reply of one Verirema. who 
said he had a decided prejudice against for­ 
eigners coming to this country to “ wash 
their dirty linen.” 
An effort was made to 
get a repetition of his answer, but the Court 
would not perm it it and he was excused 
for cause. 
Another venire will be brought in to­ 
morrow. It is stated on the authority of a 
Lakeview police official that the case of 
surgical instrum ents carried by Dr. Cronin 
on the night he was murdered are now in 
the hands of the police, having been found 
some days ago. 
Chief Hubbard declined to either affirm 
or deny the report, but stated that the pros­ 
ecution had a big surprise in store for the 
defendants when the trial begins.
